Mattii redefines the architectural grand tour 


On April 21 Lorenzo Mattii, the 2001 recipient 
of the prestigious Rotch Traveling Scholarship, 
comes to the BSA Lecture Series at the Boston 
Public Library to describe his architectural grand 
tour, funded by the Rotch Scholarship, that took 
him to Latin America, North Africa, the Middle 
East and India during the course of a year. 


Mattii, currently an associate and head designer 
at Moshe Safdie and Associates, grew up in 
Florence and in Boston where he studied archi- 
tectural history at Tufts and then spent 15 
months in Florence working for its historical 


preservation society. He then returned to the US 
to earn his graduate architecture degree at the 
University of Virginia. He is currently working 
on his second publication, a memoir of his trav- 
els during his year as the Rotch Scholar and he 
will be sharing the images and architectural 
impressions he gathered during those travels. 


Mattii’s presentation begins at 6:00 pm on April 
21 in the BPL Rabb Lecture Hall in Copley

On May 4, architects across Massachusetts convene 
at the State House on Beacon Hill for the annual 
Design Professionals Day that brings us together with 
our state legislators and their aides. 


Organized by AIA Massachusetts, the BSA, and the 
Association of Consulting Engineering Companies 
(ACEC), this annual event was inaugurated nine 
years ago by the BSA as part of an effort to connect 
architects to our legislators and specifically to estab- 
lish clear communications between the design com- 
munity and our officials on Beacon Hill who address 
a broad range of design, construction and built envi- 
ronment issues every year. 


This event offers every design professional in 
Massachusetts an opportunity to meet those involved 
in the legislative process and to let our legislators 
know who we are and what we care about. Every 
designer who has participated in the event over the 
past several years has discovered that our legislators 
and their staff members are eager for contact and 
communication with their constituents/voters and we 
also have learned that they depend upon us to clarify 
the complex building industry issues they confront 
regularly on Beacon Hill. 


Although there are several hot issues this year — 
including proposed legislation related to affordable 
housing, school building assistance, construction 
reform and livable communities — the most impor- 
tant outcome of the event every year is to build and 
rebuild bridges between the design community and 
our policy-makers. 


Your investment of three hours (12:30-3:30 pm on 
May 4) will be enormously beneficial to the practice 
of architecture and the communities we serve.

Lost gardens in BSA exhibit eee 


“Lost Gardens of New England” — an exhibit of 
town, country, and suburban garden images dating 
from 1790 to 1930 — opened last month in The 
Architects Building lobby and runs through May 28. 


Featuring images of New England gardens from the 
library and archives of the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, the exhibit 
is rich in documentary evidence of how our region 
once looked. The exhibit includes watercolors, his- 
toric photographs, prints, stereoview cards, garden 
supply catalogues and even a mid 19th-century nurs- 
eryman bill with a list of plant materials. 


The exhibit is divided into thematic groupings— 
urban gardens, family gardens, professionally 
designed landscapes, colonial revival gardens and 
landscape structures. Visions of ideal outdoor spaces 
range from a country gentleman's estate to a pictur- 
esque landscape surrounding a suburban villa and 
then to a romantic garden of the early 20th century. 


The exhibit space in the BSA lobby is typically open dur- 
ing the week from 8:00 am to 6:00 pm and often later.

& Unbuilt Architecture — architects, architectural 
educators and architecture students throughout 
the world are invited to submit real or theoretical 
projects to this program (the deadline is July 12). 


” Honor Awards for Design Excellence — the 
annual BSA honor awards program (co-sponsored 
each year by Poole Professional Ltd. and DPIC) 
invites submissions of projects of any type any- 
where in the world designed by Massachusetts 
architects and also invites architects throughout 
the world to submit projects built in 
Massachusetts (the deadline is August 2). 


In addition to these design awards programs, the BSA 
administers the annual Build Boston juried exhibits 
by New England architects, interior designers and 
landscape architects.

Can you call yourself 
an “architect” ? 


Throughout the U.S., state laws restrict the use of the 
title “architect” or “architectural designer” or any 
other use of the word “architect” or its derivatives in 
a firm's name, contracts, public-relations and market- 
ing materials or in any other way unless the user 
holds a license in the state in which the user's services 
are being offered. 


For Massachusetts design professionals, there is an 
excellent online resource available to assist architects, 
engineers and land surveyors to understand more 
clearly their professional responsibilities as practition- 
ers licensed by the Commonwealth. 


This resource, a brochure prepared by the Joint 
Committee of Architects, Engineers, and Land 
Surveyors on Professional Practice, was designed to 
foster a common understanding among all practition- 
ers of the duties and legal responsibilities they must 
address when providing design services in 
Massachusetts.

Dialogue XV: 
Critical language 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion about issues of significance. 


At one time or another, most of us are engaged in a 
discussion about design. This discussion can take the 
form of a client meeting or presentation, formal in- 
house design review, a working meeting with design 
staff, on-the-fly desk crits or impromptu water-cool- 
er debates. We could be on either side of the table in 
a public design-review process, teaching or taking a 
class or simply declaiming over cocktails. Some of us 
spend more time talking about design than others, 
but in this profession it often seems as if what we say 
about design is nearly as important as the work itself. 


For purposes of this column, I use the term "critical 
language" to describe the words we use when we talk 
about design. This term is especially appropriate for 
in-house design discussions that focus on directing 
the design process or advancing the level of our 
work. The occasion when critical language is most, 
well, critical, is when we are either explaining our 
ideas or passing judgment on their quality. 


Do any of these phrases sound familiar? 

“T like it. That’s good.” 

“I don’t like it. That's bad.” 

“I wanted to try it. I thought it would look cool.” 


“That will be too expensive/hard/fussy/Modern/etc. 
to build.” 


“Folding as a notion is so derivative, so Deleuzian. 
We're beyond that now.” 


Opinions certainly play a major role in a design dis- 
cussion. The opinion of someone whose design tal- 
ent is respected is important. Our clients’ opinions 
are, of course, very important. Similarly, external 
considerations about cost and constructability are 
present in design at all times. And throughout histo- 
ry, architecture has been influenced by theory and 
academia. But what's missing from those preceding 
phrases is language that leads to a shared under- 
standing of the source of design ideas. Critical lan- 
guage is ineffective when it does not anticipate and 
provide an answer to the question: "Why?" 


How we talk about design is a sure indicator of how 
we evaluate choices and make decisions. Good criti- 
cal language uses terms that clearly relate to the pur- 
pose and context of our projects and/or explicit and 
universally understood principles. It can also spring 
from firmly-held personal conviction or an individ- 
ual's vision. When used in public, good critical lan- 
guage can help overcome that preconception that 
architects are esoteric, jargon-dependent and inartic- 
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Bad critical language stifles dialogue. 


Our question this month is: How do you talk 
about design in your practice? Is the dialogue 
vital, enjoyable? Do you have rules about the way 
design is discussed with colleagues or clients? Are ° a 
ideas written down and shared? Do you embrace i 
a design philosophy that transcends the specifics 
of a project, or is everything relative? eo. (7)

BSA enters precedent-setting 
zoning case in New Mexico 


A New Mexico state appeals court has accepted an 
amicus curiae (friend of the court) brief prepared on 
behalf of the BSA in a precedent-setting case on the 
validity of zoning for density. 


The brief, written for the BSA by BSA board member 
and Cambridge architect/attorney Jay Wickersham 
PALA of Noble & Wickersham LLP, was filed at the 
invitation of the City of Albuquerque after a develop- 
er won an $8.5-million judgment against the City, 
claiming that it was unconstitutional to require mini- 
mum zoning. In his argument, Wickersham points 
out that minimum zoning densities are used around 
the country and are fully consistent with the develop- 
ment of zoning law. The City's appeal will be decid- 
ed later this year. 


“Over the past thirty years the architectural and plan- 
ning professions have developed a broad consensus 
over the physical and social benefits of the develop- 
ment and growth of dense urban centers, like 
Albuquerque’s Uptown District, at appropriate loca- 
tions within major metropolitan regions,” writes 
Wickersham. “Without ensuring a sufficient density 
of development, experience has shown that it is diffi- 
cult if not impossible to create a successful urban cen- 


ter. 


In his brief, Wickersham cited presentations at the 
BSA's recent national conference, “Density: Myths 
and Realities”, organized by former BSA president 
David Dixon FAIA, attended by over 300 design and 
planning professionals in the U.S, and co-sponsored 
by the AIA, the American Planning Association, the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, and other 
national organizations and associations. Wickersham 
also highlights the BSA's long-standing involvement 
in shaping regulatory policies affecting urban devel- 
opment.
